Branch banks are now 
located, designed, built and dedicated 
to provide increasingly better service 
and convenience for everyone.

Courts Rule 
Against Corporation 


Architecture is a profession and Ohio 
law prohibits a corporation from prac- 
ticing any of the professions ruled the 
Ninth District Court of Appeals. The 
decision was made in the case of H. C. 
Downer & Associates, Inc, versus the 
Westgate Realty Co. of Akron, 

Downer & Associates, a Cleveland 
firm of naval architects and engineers 
had been retained by Westgate Realty 
to put up a combined store building 
and parking ramp in Sandusky. The 
project was abandoned when bids far 
exceeded estimates of $160,000. 

The court decision was made against 
Downer & Associates when this firm 
sued Westgate Realty for a fee of four 
per cent of the estimated cost price, or 
$6400, for designing the structures. 

Judge Perry H. Stevens, with con- 
currence from Judges Oscar A. Hun- 
sicker and Arthur W. Doyle, holds that 
as a corporation Downer & Associates 
could not enter into a binding contract 
for a building’s design. This ruling af- 
firmed the earlier Common Pleas Court 
decision by Judge William H. Victor.
